some concrete action must be tak­ 
en. If the affair drags on, there will 
be the danger not only of war In 
Palestine between the Arabs anti 
the Jew*s, but neighboring Arabs J 
are threatening to take a hand in 
support of their brothers. Indeed. I 
there is the possibility that 
the j 
trouble m ight spread to many other 
countries of the Moslem world and 
develop into a holy war—one of the I 
most terrible of conflicts. 
But the thing cut* deeper than the 
political danger*. There is the hu- j 
m anitarlan angle Untold thousands ! 
of Jewish people in Europe are far-! 
ing a winter of terrible suffering 
and even starvation. They have no 
place to go. They must be provided 
with homes somewhere—and they 
w-ant to go to Palestine ii th a t Is 
feasible. 
W hat look* like another flash of 
hope is seen in the statem ent Issued 
by Musa Bey El Aland, Palestine 
Arab delegate to the powerful Pan- 
Arab league. He says the Arab peo­ 
ple would agree to additional Jew ­ 
ish Immigration into Palestine if an 
im partial United Nations body de­ 
ckled th at the country's economy 
could carry the load —and if all Al­ 
lied nations also agreed to accept 
Jewish immigration. 
Here again the real significance 
seems to lie in the suggestion of 
bringing the United Nations into the 
settlement. If Mussa Bey’s statem ent 
means what it seems to mean, the 
Palestine Arabs are willing to ac­

mediation. 
Surely there could be no better jury
